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INTRODUCTION. 


FTER above twenty years em- 

ployment at Sea, moſtly i in the 
Royal Navy, I was of opinion that 
by the help of my Log-Books and o- 
ther Obſervations which I had made 


with great care, I could collect Ma- 


terials ſufficient to be of future ſer- 
vice to Mankind, and particularly to 
ſuch of my Countrymen as may na- 


f vigate the Seas which I had frequent- 


ed. As moſt of my voyages and ap- 
pointments have been to Jamaica, 1 


have had the ſafety of that Navigati- 


on much at heart, and that the more, 


becauſe I have not been able to find 


any Charts yet made public, that can 


be of any tolerable help in failing 


thoſe Seas. I therefore ſet myſelf 
| heartily to work; and, after much 


time, labour, and expence, have com- 


pleated two large Sea- charts of the 
Paſſages to and from Jamaica; the 
one between the iſlands of Cuba and 


Hiſpamola,

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i INTRODUCTION. 
 Hiſpaniola, commonly called the 
MWindard Paſſage ; the other be- 
tween the coaſt of Florida and the 
Bahama iſlands, called the Gulph 
Paſſage. This my Performance, 
having been well approved of by many 
good judges who have often gone 
thoſe Paſlages, I was thereby induced 
to lay my Draughts before the Right 
Honourable the Lords Commiſſioners 
of the Admiralty ; and have been fo 
fortunate as to meet with their Appro- 
bation, and to obtain leave to in- 
ſcribe them to their Lordihips- when 
publiſhed. 

I have cauſed my Draughts to be 
fairly engraven, in two ſeperate Charts, 
with printed Inſtructions and Remarks 
at large, proper to each; to the end, 
that the purchaſers may be at their 
choice to provide themſelves of one 


or both, as may beſt ſuit their conve- 
niency.

ſoutherly rock of Hiſpaniola, the land 
| you ſteer for in going down from the 
Leeward Iſlands to Jamaica: For by keep- 
ing in that latitude, you avoid falling into a 
deep dangerous bay called Juliana, lying to 
N. E. of Altavalo, and moreover to the 
weſtward of this is the French part of H, 

paniola, for which the Draught is made. 
Altavalo, then, is a high picked rock, and 
at moſt bearings makes the reſemblance of a a 
bell. It lies in lat. 17d. 27 m. N. and S. W. 
from the iſland of Beata, diſt. 7 + miles, and 
from the Frails S. S. E. diſt. 8 miles. From the 
weſtern Falſe Cape, to the S. W. point of Be- 
ata S. E. b.

| I Begin with Altavalb, as being the moſt

Falſe Capes bear from each other E. S. E. and 
W. N. W. between which is the bay called 
Blew Hole, where there is good fiſhing, and 
on ſhore wild bullocks and hogs. 

At the weſt end of Beata bringing the 
8. W. point 8. or S. b. W. diſt. 2 or 3 miles 
there is anchorage in 10 or 12 fathom wa- 
tet, the N. W. point bearing about N. N. E. 
At the laſt mentioned point you may an- 
chor, and there is a well with freſh water in 
it at times. 


A ſmall diſtatice FTIR Altavalo N. W. there 


is a ſmall rock, and a mile and a half further 


runs out a ſhallow, where we had 16 fathom 
water, ſandy ground. 

The Frails, is a clump of ſteep rocks; you 
may fail withia a quarter of a mile of them 
all round, 

Within the weſtern Falſe Cape you may 
anchor ; but you muſt come within a mile 
of ſhore before you can have ſoundings, The 
wind is for the moſt part off ſhore, and there 
is good fiſhing. 

If you would go into Sambay, you may 

keep Altavalo juſt open with the weſtern 

Falſe Cape. When you are at anchor off the 

mouth 4 Sambay, the weſtern Falſe Cape 

will bear S. S. E. ſoutherly diſt. 19 miles.

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At about midway between this Falſe Cape and 
the river, you come upon —— from 32 
to 16, and ſo gradually down to 6 or 7 fa- 
thoms, at about a mile from the river, all 

Above the river's mouth there are two 
ſquare brown places or ſavannahs, which 
may guide you in anchoring. The river 


Sambay is extremely convenient for a fleet to 


wood and water in, as there is for the moſt 
part but little wind, and that off ſhore; for 
the ſea winds come not in above two or three 
hours in a day. In the bay there is plenty 
of fiſh both for the net and hook; and at 
times you may meet with Spaniſb or French 


hunters, which have their huts for curing 


and jerking wild bullocks and hogs. | 

To the weſtward of Sambay dift. 13 or 14 
miles, there is a ſmall harbour called Trou, fre- 
quented by the barks wherein the hunters 
carry their meat to market. 

Fackemel, the next port to Trou, is a fine 
harbour, with fortifications at the entrance, 
and is known at ſea by the ſudden cut-off or 
drop of a hill, ſeen over another long hill at 
the upper part of the harbour ; by running 
in for which drop, you will be led directly 
in for the harbour's mouth. 5 

From Fackemel to Cape Bennet the courſe 


is W. 8. W. diſt. 4 leagues, It is very re- 


markable on account of its white cliffs. 
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From Cape Bennet to the caſt end of the 
iſle of Ab, is W - ſoutherly, diſt. 18 or 19 
leagues. When you are off at ſea, and abreaſt 
of the iſle of Aſb, the middle of the ſad- 
dle hill over Port Louis bears N. b. E. eaſt- 
erly, and then the eaſt end of the iſle of 
Ab is between you and it. This iſland 1s 


| low, and lies ſo under the other land of the 


main, that you muſt be near it before you 
will be able to diſtinguiſh it from the main. 
The ſaid hills over Port Louis is the ſe- 
cond high land from the weſt end of Hiſpa- 
niola. The weſtermoſt is the higheſt, and 
is called Grandtance: It may be ſeen 30 or 
40 leagues at ſea, on both ſides the iſland; ſo 
that knowing the ſituation and bearing, you 
may be ſecure of a good guide in working 
up through the Vindward Paſſage. I have 
often ſeen and ſet this hill between Cape 
Maige and Cape Nicholas. |

as Port Dauphin, and ſo all along the outſide 


of the reef which forms the harbour of cape 


Frangois; to go into which harbour the lead- 
ing mark is to keep the E. end of the ifland 


of Tortudas open with the point of the cape 


land. 


On the outſide of the cape land there is 
a little harbour called Little Cape Francois; 
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and to the weſtward of the ſame. cape land; 


there is a ſandy bay with a bar, fit only for 


boats ; five miles to the weſtward of which 
IS a good place to anchor in, and likewiſe for 
watering, which we availed ourſelves of du- 
ring the war with Spain, and named it Cum- 


berland Bay. You may anchor in 7 fathom 


water, bringing the point N. N. E. and the 
river where we filled our caſks E. S. E. diſ- 
tance + of a mile. A little to the weſtward 
of this is a moſt pleaſant iſland, where the 
gentry of Cape Frangois often regale them- 
ſelves. 

To the weſtward of Manta Chri 2 there 
are gradual ſoundings from 12 to 5 fathoms. 
In order to anchor, bring the S. E. end of the 
little key to bear N. by E. & between that & 
a dry ſhoal lying to the W. S.W. of the foreſaid 
key. There you have ſmooth riding and 
good ground. At the town of Monta Chriſta 
there is a river of freſh water, and a fort 
which was built by the Spaniards. es 

To the ee of the mount you may 


alſo anchor in what depth of water you pleaſe, 


from 12 to 3 fathom, within a reef, where 
you will be ſheltered from the N. E. winds. 
It is beſides a good place to look out for ſhips 
coming from the eaſtward ; for you are ſo 
much under the mount, that before they 
come very near they cannot diſtinguiſh you. 
The firſt year of the preſent war, as we were 
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failing from New York, it was my intention 
to come in by the Weſt Corcors (the paſſage 
by which the French thips go out) in hopes 
of intercepting them; and the keys being 
low, we ſtood to the ſouthward in the day- 
time, but kept off to the northward with 
little fail during the night. One evening ſee- 
ing land, we tack'd and ſtood off: The next 
morning we ſtood in for the land, which we 
found to be the northermoſt key of Turk's 
and, and about noon we were abreaſt of it; 
and I found, by obſervation, our Latit. to be 
21d. 47 m. N. Out of our main top we 
could then ſee the keys upon the W. Corcos, 
one of which bore W. N. W. another W. 
and a third of a great length S. V. My dif- 
tance I judged to be abbut 4 leagues from the 
neareſt, we then being 2 or 3 miles to the 
weſtward of the northern key of Turks and; 
ſo we kept our courſe S. S. W. As we paſs'd 
the firſt great key, we could ſee the veſſels at 
anchor; keeping ſtill the ſame courſe, we 
paſs'd the ſecond and the third keys, and by 
our run I was ſatisfied that the ſouthermoſt 
key lies in Latitude 21d. 30 m. N. At the 
maſt-head I could ſee the Corcos key Weft 
ſoutherly, ſtretching to the S. W. From the 
laſt key I made our courſe in the night S.b.E. 

diſtance 11 leagues; and in the morning, be- 
ing calm, I tried for a current, but found 
none. Then from the maſt-head I ſaw the

high-land to the eaſtward of Monta Chriſta, 
bearing S. b. W. In oſten running over from 
Monta Chriſta to the Corcos bank, I always 
made the diſtance 20 or 21 leagues ; whence 
I infer that the S. fide of the Corcos bank lies 
in latitude 21 d. 5 m. N. Upon the edge of 
the reef are ſeveral dry patches of rocks; but 
the key is a good way in upon the bank, and 
when you come paſt the ſaid patches of rocks, 
the bank inclines to the N. and N. N. W. diſ- 
tance & or ꝗ leagues. Then you paſs by a key 
which is pretty bold to, but joined to the main 
key by a reef, the north ſide of which reef is 
the going into the ſouth harbour. This key 
is called the Little Corcos Key, and lies in Lat. 
21d. 22 m. N. from which you hawl up 
N. N. E. and then run along by a narrow key 
5 or 6 leagues, whence it rounds up more to 
the eaſtward : Here is a place for anchoring, 
and ſmall craft can go in; but the norther- 
moſt part of the bank and reef runs up as 
far as Latitude 22d. 5m. N. 

From the Corcos Key to Mayaguana the 
courſe is N. W. by W. diſtance 20 leagues. 

From ditto to the E. end of Heaneago is 
W. diſtance 15 or 16 leagues. 

From ditto to Cape Frangois is S. by E. 
diſtance 36 leagues. 

In coming through between the Corcos Key 
and een I have ſeen both at the maſt- 
head.

At the E. end of Heaneago, there is a re- 
markable rock, which when it bore N. 
W. W. diſtance about 2 leagues, we ſaw 
the ground under us, having no more 
than 22 fathom water. So we hawled out

Remarks in 4 Cruize off the Havana, in bis 
Majeſty's Ship the Loox, from Port Royal 
in South Carolina. 


AL JHEN: we were failed out of Port 
9 Royal Harbour, we kept upon ſoun- 
dings, till we came as far to the ſouthward 
as Tybee, and then we ſtood to the E. and 
afterward to the S. till we were got into the 
lat, of 26 d. N. and then run down in that 
parallel, and made the S. end of Abaco, or, 
The hole in the wall, and N. W. b. W. diſt, 
5 or 6 miles from it, we anchored in white 
water, of about 7 fathom, off a point where 
the key falls in, and there we got fiſh in 
plenty, for which purpoſe we anchored, as 
alſo to delay time for 4 or 5 hours. At 2 
P. M. we weighed, and ſtood 8. W. for the 
Berry Iſlands, which we made and came up- 
on ſoundingsat 8 ditto. The courſe is S.W, 
diſt. 8 leagues; and from thoſe iſlands to 
Providence, the courſe is S.S.E. diſt. 12 leag. 
When we got ſoundings, we kept our lead 
going, and we lead by it all night, keeping - 
in, or out, as we deepened or ſhallowed our 
water; but our courſe was between the W.

The chan- 
nel continues as far as latit, 26d, N. or as 
far as the reef runs. Off Cape Florida is 
the broadeſt. ſounding, where we met with 
100 fathom, with the buſhes juſt in ſight 
from the poop of a 40 gun ſhip, and diſtant 
from. the reef 6 or 7 miles. But in latitude 
25d, 30m, are other rocks, where the 
 Powey was loſt At this place there is ſound- 
ing two. hawſers length off the reef in 30 
fathom; but one mile further it is not fo 
broad; ſo that I judge the Love Key to be 
the beginning of the ſounding off Cape Flo- 
rida, and the Fawey Rocks the ending. 8 

In conſequence of the foregoing obſerva- 

tions, when we chaced we had no difficulty 
in going back. If we chanced to chace but 
as far as 25 d. 25 m. N. we went immedi- 
ately in upon founding, and up to Love Key, 
Then we could be off the Havana the next 
day in our ſtation; fo that now we had not 


near 
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near ſo much trouble as we had at our firſt 
coming on our ſtation; for then, between 
Jaac Rock and the two Keys of the Rec- 
queſes, we were always afraid of driving quite 
through the Gu/ph ; but on this ſide, if we 
coll but keep in upon ſounding, we were 
ſafe. 

Indeed, moſt men who have been through 
the Gulph, when they come ſo far to the 
northward as 24 d. 30 m. N. muft be ſen- 
fible that they meet with a ſtrong current, 
with a rippleing and boiling of the water; 

which current ſets between the N. E. and 
E. N. E. and is occaſioned by the edge of 
ſounding that comes from Looe Key. 

The Florida ſhore does not go north, as 
has been formerly imagined, till you arrive 
in the latit. of 25 d. 40 m. N. I could 
heartily wiſh that the O/d Streigbts of Ba- 
hama were thoroughly rummaged ; for by 
what I have ſeen and heard, it is not ſo bad 
a navigation as many now think it to be. I 
believe it to be an eaſy way to go to the Miſi- 
fippr, by croſſing over to the Florida ſhore, 
and ſo round the Tortudas Bank. On this 
occaſion, ' therefore, I ſhall be glad to receive 
whatever pertinent remarks may happen to 
have been, or hereafter may be made, by 
any perſon acquainted with theſe parts, and 
will gratefully acknowledge the favour, di- 
rected to be left for mæ at the Jamaica 
. 
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
